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REFLECTIONS— We liv e in 
a time when little is tak en for 
g ranted. 
It is increasing ly believ ed 
there shou ld be a solu tion for 
ev ery thing which seems wrong . 
Such a sentiment no do ubt 
leads to frustratio n and mis­ 
understanding . but o n the best 
side, we are no w mo re apt to 
try to co pe with pro blems 
than with resig natio n to ac­ 
cept them as inev itable. 


In 19 38, the National Fou nda­ 
tion for Infantile Paraly sis was 
fou nded by President Frank lin 
D. Roosev elt and mou nted an 
attack on that disease, later 
k nown as poliomelitis, which in 
the late 19 50s was brou g ht u nder 
control by v accines dev eloped 
by Drs. Salk and Sabin. 
So completely has the once 
dreaded m alady been con­ 
qu ered that abou t 20 cases only 
are now reported in the U.S. 
each y ear. 


Realizing the missio n o f the 
fo undatio n was abo ut to be 
realized, its peo ple beg an to 
search fo r o ther areas in 
which a fresh fo cus o f medical 
care was needed. 
The National Fou ndation, as 
it is now k nown, discov ered a 
fertile field of endeav or in the 
stu dy of birth defects. 
For long eras, children had 
been born with v ariou s defects 
or cong enital handicaps which 
were accepted as fate or else 
something abou t which nothing 
cou ld be done. 
The Natio nal 
Fo undatio n 
fo und birth defects are the 
seco nd hig hest killers o f life in 
the U.S., and decided so me­ 
thing had to be do ne abo ut 
such a mammo uth pro blem. 
Birth defects hav e not been 
stam ped ou t, bu t enou g h break ­ 
throu g hs in the field of g enetic 
medicine hav e occu rred, that 
there is hope the day will come 
when no child will be born with 
a defect. 
That the day will pass, when

parents hav e a defectiv e child 
and can only helplessly look at 
each other and ask , “Why did it 
happen?” 
The mechanics o f g enetics 
has been ex panded and o nly 
last y ear scientists iso lated 
the basic unit o f heredity , the 
g ene, while ano ther g ro up o f 
researchers sy nthesized a 
g ene. 
Abou t 20 per cent of all birth 
defects are inherited from one 
or both parents, who may not 
hav e the defect them selv es, bu t 
carry it hidden in the g enes they 
pass on to their children. 
Another 20 per cent of birth 
defected babies are cau sed en­ 
v ironmentally , the resu lt of a 
disease of the m other, su ch as 
ru bella, which affects the fetu s. 
As many as 60 per cent o f 
defectiv e babies are so bo rn 
because o f interactio n be­ 
tween env iro nmental facto rs 
and g enetic influences. 
There are hu ndreds of birth 
defects, some so ra re that a 
doctor m ay not encou nter them 
du ring all of his life of medical 
practice. 
Ex perts estim ate 15 million 
Americans liv e with birth de­ 
fects which affect their daily 
liv es. 
Amo ng these are 2 .9 millio n 
mentally retarded; 4 millio n 
diabetics; 1 millio n with co n­ 
g enital bo ne, muscle o r jo int 
disease; 500,000 bo rn co m­ 
pletely 
o r partially 
blind; 
7 50.000 with co ng enital hear­ 
ing impairment; 3 50,000 with 
heart o r circulato ry defects; 
1 00.000 with sev ere speech 
pro blems, and o ther with de­ 
fects o f the nerv o us, dig es­ 
tiv e, endo crine, urinary and 
o ther bo dy sy stems. 
When the March of Dimes 
contacts y ou soon this is what 
the money y ou g iv e them will be 
pu t to work to solv e. 
Its g oal is that ev ery child 
will 
be 
born 
norm al 
and 
healthy .

SPRINGFIELD (UPI) -G ov . 
Richard B. Og ilv ie today called 
for “cou rag e and statesm an­ 
ship” in the closely div ided 
1971 Illinois General Assembly 
and said reapportionm ent, the 
state’s new Constitu tion, the 
welfare sy stem and tax reform 
is the most pressing bu siness 
facing the Assembly . 
Og ilv ie’s 
rem ark s 
to 
the 
assembly were contained in his 
biennial “State of the State” 
address, prepared for deliv ery 
to the opening session of the 
7 7 th Assembly which conv ened 
at noon. 
Citing the 29 -29 tie in the 
Senate and the slim three-seat 
Repu blican hou se m ajority , the 
g ov ernor said, “It is a time for 
cou rag e and statesm anship, not 
partisanship; a tim e for deci­ 
sion, not dissension.” 
“Nev er before has the bal­ 
ance been so fine or the mu tu al 
dependence so close between 
g ov erning pa rtie s, betw een 
hou ses of the Assembly , and 
between branches of g ov ern­ 
m ent,” he said. 
“The challeng e 
transcends 
partisanship. And no party , no 
faction, no indiv idu al can es­ 
cape 
accou ntability 
in 
the 
months ahead, ” Og ilv ie w arned. 
The close political div isions in 
the Assembly are lik ely to 
mak e the 1971 Assembly one of 
the most tempestu ou s and bit­ 
ter political bou ts the state has 
witnessed in recent y ears. 
___ 


One of the m ajor task s the 
Assembly mu st accomplish is 
leg islativ e and cong ressional 
reapportionment, an ex plosiv e 
issu e u nder the best of politi­ 
cal conditions. 
“Su ccess in this delicate task 
will demand fairness, prag m a­ 
tism. and abov e all, a firm de­ 
termination to av oid the sort of 
deadlock which wou ld threaten 
the chances for passag e of 
ev ery v ital m easu re before this 
assem bly ,” the g ov ernor said of 
reapportionment. 
The Assembly mu st also im ­ 
plement the state’s new consti­ 
tu tion, 
adopted 
Dec. 
15. 
it has been estim ated that the 
implementation will requ ire the 
passag e of m ore than 1,000 
bills. 
“The care and statesm anship 
which y ou bring to this task 
cou ld be as im portant as the 
lang u ag e of the constitu tion it­ 
self,” Og ilv ie said. 
Og ilv ie said he intends to ac­ 
celerate his efforts for federal 
rev enu e sharing with the states, 
prim arily becau se of the crisis 
in the welfare sy stem . 
He said rev enu e sharing was 
needed in Illinois “to forestall 
fiscal collapse” cau sed by the 
welfare drain. 
The m atter of tax reform is 
related to implementation of 
the new constitu tion. The new 
charter for the first time in 
Illinois leg alizes certain classi­ 
fications for real estate tax 


pu rposes and prov ides for the 
phasing ou t of the personal 
property tax . 
Allu ding to the loss of prop­ 
erty tax rev enu e, the g ov ernor 
said the Assembly “mu st find 
a way to replace lost rev enu es 
responsibly and equ itably .” 
The g ov ernor, howev er, did 
not su g g est any new tax es. The 
possibility has been raised that 
the state’s motor v ehicle reg is­ 
tration fees mig ht be raised to 
replace the lost property tax 
money . 
Og ilv ie said he intends to su b­ 
mit proposals to the General 
Assembly 
on 
transportation, 
health care, dru g abu se, and 
law reform. 
The g ov ernor has su g g ested 
that he will seek a State De­ 
partm ent of Transportation and, 
becau se of the adoption of the 
new Constitu tion, will resu rrect 
his Illinois hig hway tru st bond­ 
ing au thority in some form. 
Autho rity Unco nstitutio nal 
The tru st au thority , which 
was to prov ide for the constru c­ 
tion of 1,9 50 miles of new down- 
state freeway s, was ru led u n­ 
constitu tional u nder the term s 
of the old Illinois charter. 
The g ov ernor said rev enu e re­ 
form was the most sig nificant 
leg islativ e achiev em ent of the 
past two y ears. He said su ch 
reform had made a nu mber of 
new and increased state com ­ 
m itm ents possible. 
Among these increases he list­ 


ed elementary and secondary 
edu cation, u p 72 per cent; chil­ 
dren and family serv ices, u p 
106 per cent; hig hway constru c­ 
tion, u p 37 per cent and rev enu e 
sharing to local g ov ernments, 
u p 81 per cent. 
“Becau se we chose the path 


of responsibility we enabled the

SPRINGFIELD (UPI) - A 
lame du ck increase of a whop­ 
ping $5,500 a y ear for Illinois 
leg islators today was ram m ed 
throu g h the 7 6 th General As­ 
sembly minu tes before the As­ 
sembly went ou t of ex istence. 
The pay boost was im medi­ 
ately sig ned into law by Gov . 
Richard B. Og ilv ie. 


The pay raise was contained 
in an amendment to an appro­ 
priations bill for leg islativ e and 
ex ecu tiv e sa la rie s left ov er 
from the spring session of the 
Assembly . 
The passing of the pay raise 
shortly before the 7 6 th Assem­ 
bly went ou t of ex istence in­ 
su red that the new Assembly , 
which conv ened at noon, wou ld 
benefit from it. 
The salary hik e increased the 
pay for mem bers of the Hou se 


and Senate from $12,000 a y ear 
to $17 ,500. The increase m ade 
the actu al y early salary of the 
leg islator $23,500 a y ear be­ 
cau se each law m ak er receiv es 
$6 ,000 a y ear in ex penses. 
The pay increase, becau se it 
was passed as em erg ency leg ­ 
islation, requ ired a two-thirds 
majority in both hou ses for pas­ 
sag e. 
The hik e passed the Hou se 
124-32. In the Senate, 
42 sena­ 
tors v oted for it, nine ag ainst 
and one abstained. 
The passag e of the incraase 
requ ired that all m em bers re­ 
tiring from the Assembly or de­ 
feated in the Nov ember election 
had to retu rn to the capital for 
a brief lam e du ck session.

The command said that of 
9 ,253 dru g v iolations by Ameri­ 
can troops du ring the first 10 
months of last y ear, 7 ,06 5 were 
for u se or possession of m ari­ 
ju ana, 1,452 for u se or posses­ 
sion of su ch “dang erou s” dru g s 
as am phetam ines, barbitu rates 
or LSD, and 736 for u se or pos­ 


session of narcotics, mostly her­ 
oin or opiu m. 
The Army also has reported 
that du ring the first 10'2 months 
of 19 70, there were 25 confirmed 
dru g deaths among Americans 
in Vietnam, another 6 4 fatalities 
in which dru g s were su spected, 
and more than 700 hospital 
cases related to dru g s.

franchise pay m ents amou nting to abou t $7 ,- 
000 per y ear be earm ark ed for u se on a 
matching basis of beau tification projects in 
the city 
The commissioner ex plained a com m is­ 
sion mig ht be set u p to rev iew city beau tifu l 
projects su bm itted by clu bs, societies, neig h­ 
borhoods or ev en block s. 
If the project is approv ed, Lamb stated, 
the commission wou ld match the cost on a 50- 
50 basis. 
He said this shou ld g enerate motiv ation 
for many different projects throu g h the city to 
improv e its esthetic qu ality . 
The commissioner su g g ested ou t of su ch a 
v entu re mig ht come a final solu tion for the 
sou th bank of the Rock Riv er, between the 
Galena and Peoria bridg es. 


“When we considered this franchise,” 
Lamb reported, “we wrote into it ou r concern 
abou t maintaining the appearance of ou r 
commu nity . 


“ It, therefore, seems proper that money 
collected from this franchise be u sed to es- 
thetically improv e the city .”

On Oct. 24,1945 enough nations rati­ 
fied the charter of the United Nations 
to bring it into existence—China, Sovi­ 
et Union, England, France and the 
United States.

This entire action was paid for by the 
United States. Not only did our govern­ 
ment use $100 million to buy U.N. 
bonds, but President Kennedy quietly 
used over $200 million of the so-called 
President s Foreign Aid Contingency 
Fund to enable the United Nations to 
pay its bills for this military operation 
in the Congo.

“ NOW HE IS a regular 13- 
year-old boy. He’ll still say, ‘Put 
on the light, I can’t hear you.’ 
He means he’s got to do lipread- 
ing to understand what you say 
to him. But he scuba dives and 
skis and travels, and knows how 
to behave in company? What a 
great day it was when he 
learned to tell a joke on himself. 
And when he first began to tease 
his sister, at 11. Before, he had 
been too unsure of himself to do 
that.” 
CONRAD, li, went sledding 
two years ago, was hit by a car 
and suffered head injury. He 
has poor recall and walks stiffly 
on his toes. His mouth is open 
much of the time because he 
cannot keep his lips together. 
Every day the therapist touches 
his lip with ice, with a camel’s 
hair brush, with a sharp stick. 
“ We bombard the area with 
sensory input,” she says, “ so 
that some undamaged cells will 
perhaps help lip closure.” It 
works.

A VISITOR ASKS 8-year-oid 
Tony what he did for Christmas. 
It’s mid-January but Tony says 
he can’t remember. 
The teacher says that’s a 
brain-damage pattern. “ He 
does remember, but it’s hard 
for him to express himself. He 
can’t organize his thoughts and 
get the words together. So he 
says he can’t remember. It’s 
the easiest way out.” 


MUCH OF THIS so-called 
minimal brain damage, causing 
so-called minimal brain dys­ 
function, occurs at birth, if the 
baby is deprived of oxygen, 
even briefly. The damaged part 
of the brain cannot be repaired. 
But the brain has much tissue 
which can substitute for that 
which was lost, provided it is 
trained to do so. 
TONY IS writing now. He has 
just learned that at the begin­ 
ning of a sentence there must be 
a capital letter, and at the end of 
a question a question mark. 
That’s good progress. Someday 
he may do well in high school 
and perhaps in college. 
JO SEPH WAS born hardly 
able to hear or see or make 
sounds. When he came to a 
school sponsored by the Bureau 
of Education for the Handi­ 
capped of the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare, 
he was 4, and had to be carried. 
He would only sit and rock back 
and forth. A year later he was 
greatly changed. He could 
match patches of fabric. Linen 
with linen, velveteen with vel­ 
veteen, silk with silk. This was 
to teach his fingers to feel, so 
that he could learn Braille later. 
When tired of the fabric patch­ 
es, he’d take them back to the 
storage closet himself. And 
close the door. His vision will 
never improve. But his percep­ 
tion will. The idea is to open his 
mind. For Joseph’s tests show 
he is extremely bright. He could 
grow up to be a great man. 
Without the right teacher he 
might be sitting in a corner, 
rocking back and forth the rest 
of his life.

NIXON HAS come full circle. 
On July 20 he asserted publicly 
that he would veto any trade bill 
that went beyond his recom­ 
mendations, which were limited 
to textile import quotas. 
H E SAID then that any 
proposal 
which 
got 
more 
broadly into import quotas 
would “ set off a trade war” and 
also 
prove 
‘‘highly 
infla­ 
tionary.” He forecast it would 
“ cost us more jobs in export 
markets than would be denied 
us” through the heavy flow of 
imports. 


LOOKING AT A bill which 
fixes quotas on textiles and 
shoes and reinforces such limits 
on oil and meat products, the 
President today evidently is 
prepared to swallow his earlier 
words and take the Senate’s 
jerry-built combine. 
(TH E FIN A L measure could 
be much worse, depending on 
what kind of generalized langu­ 
age favorable to even more 
quotas would emerge from a 
Senate-House 
conference 
committee. The House confer­ 
ence committee. The House bill 
contains a trigger making 
quotas automatic for import 
products taking 15 per cent of 
U.S. consumption yearly. The 
Senate’s language is tricky- 
fuzzy.) 
THE PRESID EN T had wide 
opportunity to cast his consider­ 
able weight against the catch­ 
all proposal as it was taking 
shape in the House. He stood 
silent.

ing the way to bombining trade 
with appealing boosts in Social 
Security benefits.

NO ONE looked for leader­ 
ship from that unlikely quarter 
inhabited by lame-duck Sen 
Eugene McCarthy of M in­ 
nesota, another Finance mem­ 
ber. But when he voted to keep 
shoe quotas in the bill, an aide 
provided a pathetic little stanza 
for his swan song. He told 
lobbyists that in McCarthy’s 
1968 presidential try, he walked 
through every New Hampshire 
shoe factory and saw “ old 
ladies with bent backs laboring 
in those awful places.”

Bu t the Illinois Board of High­ 
er Edu cation has recommended 
that stu dents bear 33 per cent of 
the instru ctional costs, and has 
prepared a bu dget for the 1971- 
72 fiscal y ear which reflects the 
increase. 
Dr. Jam es B. Holderman, 
ex ecu tiv e director of the board, 
said, “We realize it will cau se 
hardships for some stu dents,” 
bu t said he believ es the board’s 
recommendation represents the 
wish of the legislatu re which 
pu ts u p the money to ru n the 
u niv ersities, money which is 
not cov ered by tu ition. 
“ It is my feeling that the leg­ 
islatu re wants u s to pay for 
more of the cost by charging the 
u sers,” Holderman said. 
Thou gh the board is recom­ 
mending a bu dget for the u p­ 
coming fiscal y ear, which is an 
estimated 11.5 per cent greater 
than the ex isting bu dget, it 
wou ld call for more money from 
tu ition. 
The legislatu re will be faced 
with the increased bu dget re­ 
qu ests, according to Holdermen, 
becau se, “There are 2,5 00 new 
stu dents at senior institu tions 
this y ear” with more likely nex t 
y ear. “Cost are going u p ev ery ­ 
where,” Holderman said. 
The higher board’s recommen­ 
dations hav e been hit by critics 
from within the state legislatu re, 
namely Sen. Sam Vadalabene, 
D-Edwardsv ille. 
“It is my position that the tu i­ 
tion increases recommended by 
the state Board of Higher Edu ­ 
cation for implementation nex t 
fall are u nnecessary and are ba­ 
sically bad policy at this tim e,” 
Vadalabene said. 
Vadalabene, a former mem­ 
ber of the Illinois Hou se, said 
the proposal for higher tu ition 
wou ld work hardships on the 
families in the $15 ,000-or-less 
bracket. 
Vadalabene complained of 
the cost of sending his own son 
to a state u niv ersity and said, 
“For y ears we hav e been say ing 
people shou ld go to school so 
they can go to work—now we 
are say ing ‘If y ou don’t hav e 
any money , y ou can’t go to 
school’.” 
Tu ition lev els at state u niv er­ 
sities are theoretically set by 
the gov erning boards of each • 
school, bu t in practice, the leg-

islatu re has a strong hand. 
What is not prov ided by appro­ 
priations, mu st come from oth­ 
er sou rces, inclu ding tu ition. 
While Vadalabene is opposed 
to hitting the stu dents with 
higher tu ition, Rep. George M. 
Bu rditt, a Repu blican of Chica­ 
go, say s he’s “v ery mu ch in fa­ 
v or of requ iring people who are 
going to benefit from edu cation, 
to pay a bigger percentage of 
it.” 
Bu t Bu rditt acknowledged the 
increased costs posed the dan­ 
ger that Illinois will become a 
state of “rich edu cated people 
and poor u nedu cated people.” 
So, Bu rditt reasons, the state 
shou ld adopt a new approach: It 
shou ld charge more for tu ition 
while granting scholarships for 
financial assistance to the 
needy . 
The state already has su ch a 
scholarship fu nd, bu t Bu rditt 
wants more money to be tu rned 
into it by the legislatu re and 
more u se made of it by stu dents, 
especially the “bright needy 
ones.” 
Springfield GOP Senator G. 
William Horsley , who heads a 
legislativ e committee which is 
probing the cau se of campu s 
u nrest in Illinois, said there is a 
danger in boosting sharply the 
tu ition for ou t-of-state stu dents. 
Horsley said the danger in the 
increased fav ored by the higher 
board for nonresident stu dents 
is that increases might bring a 
wav e of “retaliation” from oth­ 
er states where Illinois nativ es 
attend. 
Horsley said he sees no con­ 
nection between the pu sh for 
more tu ition and last spring’s 
campu s demonstrations. “It’s 
not a part of my philosophy ,” he 
said, to raise tu ition becau se 
some stu dents cau sed trou ble. 
“That wou ld hu rt too many 
innocent stu dents,” he said. 
Horsley said he sees “qu ite a 
bit of legislativ e opposition” to 
the tu ition increases, bu t he 
predicted they “probably will 
pass.” 


College 
budget 
boosted 


CHICAGO (U PI)-T he Illinois 
Board of Higher Edu cation has 
approv ed a bu dget of $5 28 mil­ 
lion for colleges and u niv ersi­ 
ties for the coming fiscal y ear. 
The amou nt is $78 million more 
than the fiscal 1970-71 fiscal 
y ear. 
The money is for state pu b­ 
lic schools, the offices of their 
gov erning boards and other 
pu blic edu cational ex penses. It 
also inclu des $15 .7 million for 
priv ate 
schools 
to 
finance 
health serv ice training pro­ 
grams. 
The board followed recom­ 
mendations of its staff with two 
minor ex ceptions. It increased 
fu nding for Sou thern Illinois 
Univ ersity by $109,000 from the 
recommended $8 8 ,719,379 and 
increased the Univ ersity of Illi­ 
nois bu dget $41,000 from the 
recommended $199,68 9,941. 
The 
recommendation 
still 
mu st be approv ed by the Illi­ 
nois General Assembly . Last 
y ear’s bu dget was slashed by 
the legislatu re from the board’s 
recommendation of $5 42,175 ,000 
to $447.98 3,000.

Paul Powel l and the $800,000 
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IBI, attorney general 
combine in probe 


SPRINGFIELD (UPI) - A 
statewide search for more Pau l 
Powell caches and qu estioning 
of scores of state employ es, 
lobby ists and bu sinessmen who 
might hav e paid for the late 
secretary of state’s fav ors was 
u nder way today . 
The inv estigation is being 
condu cted jointly by the Illinois 
Bu reau of Inv estigation and the 
office of Illinois Attorney Gen­ 
eral William J. Scott. 
One object of the probe is to 
learn whether there are any as 
y et u ncov ered hoards su ch as 
the $8 00,000 in cash fou nd in a 
locked closet in Powell’s Spring­ 
field apartment. A second ob­ 
ject is to find the sou rce of the 
hidden fortu ne. 
State Wants Tax es 
A spokesman for Scott said 
Tu esday that the primary pu r­ 
pose of the inv estigation is to 


learn how mu ch tax money the 
state has coming from the es­ 
tate. A secondary aim is to 
learn whether any money was 
paid to Powell illegally , the 
spokesman said. 
One of the first ex pected to 
be qu estioned is John S. Rendle- 
man, ex ecu tor of Powell’e es­ 
tate and the man who fou nd 
the fortu ne stashed in shoe­ 
box es, env elopes and strong­ 
box es in the hotel room closet. 
RoscoeCu nningham, a Repu b­ 
lican state representativ e-elect 
from Lawrencev ille, proposed 
Tu esday that the state claim 
title to the $8 00,000 fou nd in 
Powell’s apartment. 
In a letter to Powell’s su c­ 
cessor, Secretary of State John 
Lewis, Cu nningham said he 
wou ld sponsor su ch a resolu tion 
in the legislatu re. 
“The legal rationale for su ch 


a claim wou ld be that Powell 
receiv ed su ch fu nds as gifts to 
the state from gratefu l citizens 
and thu s became a tru stee of 
same for all the people,” Cu n­ 
ningham said in his letter. 
In a Springfield news confer­ 
ence Tu esday , Scott said state­ 
ments that $700,000 fou nd in a 
lock box in Edwardsv ille repre­ 
sented a new find on top of the 
$8 00,000 closet fortu ne were in 
error. 
The $700,000 in negotiable 
treasu ry bills, certificates of 
deposit and cash was not new, 
bu t part of the estate already 
inv entoried 
by 
Rendleman, 
Scott said. 
In a prev iou s news confer­ 
ence, Scott led newsmen to be­ 
liev e that the money was a 
new hoard by referring to it as 
a “find” and in “addition” to 
the 
$8 00,000. 


Says state shoul d

LAWRENCEVILLE, (UPI) 
Illinois shou ld claim 
the $8 00,000 in cash fou nd in the apartment of the late Sec­ 
retary of State Pau l Powell becau se Powell became the 
"tru stee. . . for all the people” of any gifts he receiv ed, a 
state representativ e-elect su ggests. 
Roscoe Cu nningham, R-Lawreneev ille, former I^aw- 
rence Cou nty state’s attorney , said Tu esday in a letter to 
Secretary of State John W. I^ewis he wou ld be glad to 
sponsor a resolu tion in fav or of su ch a claim. 
“The legal rationale for su ch a claim wou ld be that 
Powell receiv ed su ch fu nds as gifts to the state from 
gratefu l citizens and thu s became tru stee of same for all 
the people,” Cu nningham said 
Cu nningham also wrote to the Sou thern Illinois Uni­ 
v ersity Board of Tru stees he was “appalled” by a recom­ 
mendation that Edwardsv ille campu s Chancellor John S. 
Rendleman, who fou nd the $8 00,(X)0 three day s after Pow­ 
ell died Oct, 10, shou ld be fired. 
State Rep. Gale Williams, R-Mu rphy sboro, made the 
su ggestion becau se Rendleman waited 77 day s to make a 
pu blic annou ncement of the $8 00,000 find. 
Cu nningham praised Rendleman for “ex emplary in­ 
tegrity in immediately depositing the hoard of nontracea- 
blecash in the Springfield bank. A lesser man might hav e 
been fatally tempted to conceal the find for personal gain. 


Inventory reveals $308,141 
in campaign contributions 
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SPRINGFIELD (IJPh 
An inv entory of 
the estate of the late Pau l Powell shows the 
former secretary of state placed $308 ,141 in 
political campaign fu nds u nder his personal 
control ov er the past fou r y ears. 
The inv entory , released Tu esday , was pre 
pared by John Rendleman, a chancellor of 
Sou thern Illinois Univ ersity at Edwardsv ille 
and ex ecu tor of Powell’s estate. 
“Pau l Powell Campaign Fu nd” and “Pau l 
Powell Dinner Committee” monies were in­ 
v ested in interest-bearing certificates on de­ 
posit, time sav ings certificates and U.S. 
Treasu ry bills in 13 accou nts, the inv entory 
rev ealed. 
The fu nds hid not inclu de an estimated 
$15 0,(XX) in proceeds from a “Fiv e Years of 
Progress” dinner held in Powell’s behalf nine 
day s before his death Oct. 10. 
The Illinois Bu reau of Inv estigation is 
probing the inv estment of the campaign fu nds 
to determine whether they were illegally con 
v erted to Powell’s personal coffers. 
The inv entory showed holdings of nearly 
$8 00,000 in negotiable secu rities, inclu ding the 
campaign fu nds, and stock certificates which 
hav e been v alu ed at $600,000. 


The campaign fu nds deposits were dated 
between Dec. 8 , 1966, and Ju ne 15, 1970, in­ 
clu ding $112,000 in IJ.S Treasu ry bills du e 
Feb 28, 1971, which presu mably were depos­ 
ited in recent months. 
Ex cept for the treasu ry bills, the fu nds 
were deposited in certificates bearing 5 per 
cent or more interest annu ally . 
The total v alu e of Powell’s estate, inclu d­ 
ing the secu rities and stocks listed in the in­ 
v entory and a cash hoard of $8 00,000 discov ­ 
ered in his Springfield apartment and office, 
has been set at more than $2.1 million.

Fo r millio ns o f y ears, the dia­ 
mo nd remained deep in the 
earth u ntil it was mined, cu t, 
po lished and set in a ring. 
Carbo n 
The diamo nd is simply car­ 
bo n, like“ graphite o r su gar, bu t 
tremendo u s heat and pressu re 
deep in the earth trapped car­ 
bo n ato ms to gether in cry stal­ 
lized fo rms. These particles 
then were fo rced to bu rst 
thro u gh the earth’s cru st in a 
mo lten lav a. 
The wo rd, diamo nd, co mes 
fro m 
the

When diamo nds first were 
disco v ered in the fifth o r six th 
centu ry B.C., they sy mbo lized

ligio u s regalia. 
The first reco rded diamo nd 
engagement ring was giv en to 
Mary o f Bu rgu ndy o n her en­ 
gagement to Max imilian o f 
Au stria, o n Au gu st 17, 1477. 
When the marriage was being 
arranged. Max receiv ed a no te 
fro m his adv iso r: “At the be­ 
tro thal Yo u r Grace mu st hav e a 
^ing set with a diamo nd and also 
a go ld ring.’’

o r o ther natu ral imperfectio ns. 
A diamo nd is rated flawless if it 
sho ws no imperfectio ns to an 
ex pert u sing ten-po wer magni­ 
ficatio n. (Bu t v ery few are co m­ 
pletely flawless.) No two pat­ 
terns o f inclu sio ns are alike. 
COLOR o f a diamo nd may be 
any co lo r o f the spectru m, and 
ail co lo rs are beau tifu l. Pu re 
>y hite diamo nds are ex tremely 
riare, and are priced acco rding­ 
ly . Yo u can ju dge the co lo r o f a 
diamo nd by lo o king at it side­ 
way s, thro u gh the thickest part 
o f the sto ne, as y o u ho ld it u p to 
no rth light o n a clear day . 
CUT refers to the shape o f the 


diamo nd and to the arrange­ 
ment o f the facets—the 58 tiny 
planes that trap the light and 
make the sto ne sparkle.

The beau ty o f a diamo nd de­ 
pends o n the way it handles 
light. The diamo nd cu tter 
shapes the sto ne so that the 
max imu m amo u nt o f light is ad­ 
mitted thro u gh the to p o f the 
sto ne, bo u nces aro u nd inside, 
and co mes back o u t the to p.

Wear 
them with pleasu re and pride— 
which will be all the greater if 
y o u take care o f them. 
Each diamo nd, ev en the 
smallest o f sto nes, is a minia­ 
tu re wo rk o f art, and each dia­ 
mo nd has a perso nality o f its

There’s always that tight 
feeling in the gut when a man 
flies a helicopter gunship near 
the “ Zee,” the demilitarized 
zone that divides the two Viet- 
nams. 
Scared? “ If I said no I ’d be 
lying,” grins Capt. Robert Bar- 
thhelmess. “ This is where the 
war is, bad guy country, 12 
miles below the pink line. Any­ 
thing that isn’t ours is theirs. 
You try to kill it.” 
The yawning 
canopy 
wel­ 
comes his stocky frame as he 
prepares to take off. Rotors 
croon, then snarl as the Cobra 
helicopter trembles and comes 
to life. The ground recedes. A ir­ 
borne in an olive green death 
machine 
and 
Barthhelmess 
feels better. 
A noseful of guns, rocket pods 
under his armpits and only 42 
inches wide, 
“ which doesn’t 
give Charlie a lot to shoot at.” 
Once Barthhelmess was a 
cabinet-maker in Vallejo, Calif. 
The U.S. Army invested $500,000 
to make him a Cobra jockey, a 
killer. Now he has to decide 
whether to zap Charlie with 
20mm cannon or 40mm gre­ 
nades, spray him with 4,000 
rounds 
a 
minute 
from 
his 
7.62mm minigun, of “ frag” him 
with rockets containing 2,500 
deadly lVHnch nails. 
One error in judgment or one 
well-placed enemy bullet and 
the Cobra could become $451,000 
worth of scrap metal on the 
green hills below. 
The mission is simple—two 
Cobra gunships to fly cover for 
a light observation helicopter 
(LOH) and a larger Huey chop­ 
per carrying a seven-man aero 
rifle squad into enemy territo­ 
ry across the Thach Han River. 
The Huey will insert the rifle­ 
men and extract six tired grunts 
who’ve been humping the bush 
for two days. 
Only 12 miles south of the de­ 
militarized zone, the destination 
is crawling with North Viet­ 
namese regulars. Gunships re­ 
ported seven “ kills” there the 
previous week. 
Barthhelmess is high gun, 
about 200 feet above the Huey. 
The LOH scouts at treetop level, 
covered by the other protective

And tho u g h the big bu rly heav y weig ht 
champio n with the frig htening sco wl was 
little mo re than sem -literate, no mo re accu r­ 
ate appraisal o f the heav y weig ht champio n o f 
the wo rld has ev er been made. 
Listo n, a bu ll-sho u ldered bro o ding fig hter 
who dev elo ped his bo x ing skills in a priso n 
ring and later wo n the wo rld heav y weig ht 
champio nship, was fo u nd dead in his ho me 
late Tu esday . He was 36 . 
Depu ty Co ro ner Dick Main said Listo n had 
been dead abo u t a week. No cau se o f death 
was immediately av ailable. 
It co u ld also be said that Listo n had 
reco rds—o ne inside the bo x ing ring and o ne 
o u tside, o n the o ther side o f the law. 
And Listo n had an ex planatio n fo r that, 
also piercing ly accu rate. 
“ Ev er since I was bo rn I’v e been fig hting 
to stay aliv e.” 
And Listo n did achiev e su ccess by fig hting 
to stay aliv e, u sing his hu g e fists to batter 
men insensible, inside a 20-fo o t ring and 
u nder the strict reg u latio ns impo sed by 
bo x ing ru les. 
At o ne time, despite his co ntinu ing bru shes

Listo n o ften tried to ex plain his bad g u v 
co u ntenance.

And the way 
so me o f tho se su ckers fig ht I g u ess they are 
scared. 
A bo x ing match is like a co wbo y mo v ie. 
T here’s g o t to be g o o d g u y s and there’s g o t to 
be bad g u y s. T hat’s what the peo ple pay fo r - 
to see the bad g u y s g et beat. So I’m a bad g u y 
Bu t I chang e thing s. I do n’t g et beat.” 
Ex cept fo u r tim es—to a g u y named Marty 
M arshall, who made him lau g h; Clay , who 
m ade him fro wn, twice, and to Leo tis Martin 
in the twilig ht o f his career. 
Listo n started life witho u t a silv er spo o n. 
There may no t ev en hav e been any kind o f 


spo o n o n the little co tto n farm o u tside o f Little 
Ro ck, Ark. His late father was m arried twice, 
and So nny was the pro du ct o f the seco nd m ar­ 
riag e. In all there were 25 pro du cts. 
“ I had no thing when I was a kid bu t a lo t o f 
bro thers and sisters, a helpless mo ther, and a 
father who didn’t care abo u t any o f u s. We 
g rew u p with few clo thes, no sho es, little to 
e a t,'’ he ex plained simply . 
My father wo rked me hard and whipped 
me hard. If he missed a day , I’d feel like say ­ 
ing “Ho w co me y o u didn’t whip me to day ?’ ” 
Then he wo u ld add so lemnly : 
“ Yo u kno w what I o ften wo nder abo u t? 
Where were all these peo ple who wo rk with 
kids when I was g ro wing u p.” 
Tro u ble fo llo wed. 
“My first serio u s tro u ble cam e when I g o t 
mix ed u p with a bad cro w d,” he ex plained.

We stu ck u p a restau rant and I wo u nd u p 
in jail.” 
In 19 52 he beg an serv ing his first priso n 
term , at the Misso u ri State Penitentiary . He 
spent ano ther term in jail in 19 57 and was 
arrested so me 20 times, ev en while he wo re 
the cro wn o f the heav y weig ht champio n. 
“ I didn’t mind priso n,” he said. “ It was the 
first time in my life I g o t three squ ares a day .” 


It also was the first time he was taken in 
hand. Listo n finally fo u nd a friend, the Rev . 
Alo is Stev ens, who was the athletic directo r o f 
the Misso u ri Penitentiary . 
Listo n’s antag o nistic attitu des to ward the 
wo rld were natu rally , eno u g h, channeled to 
bo x ing . 
His fists were big , he was big and there al­ 
way s was that menacing lo o k in his ey es. 
At a weig h-in fo r o ne o f his fig hts, his 
o ppo nent, Albert Westphal, said to Listo n: 
“Yo u can talk to me. I’m y o u r friend. Why 
do y o u lo o k so ang ry .” 
“Yo u ’ll find o u t to nig ht,” Listo n reto rted. 
Westphal fo u nd o u t 118 seco nds after the 
fig ht beg an, when he was kno cked o u t. 
There was a lo ng string o f kno cko u ts as he 
beg an to climb u p the ladder to ward the 
heav y weig ht champio nship, No o ne co u ld 
co ntend with the dy namite in his hands. And 
u ntil Clay cam e alo ng , his o nly defeat in 36 
fig hts was a decisio n by Marshall the seco nd 
y ear o f his pro career in 19 54. 
Listo n’s final ring appearance was Ju ne 
29 , 19 70 when he sto pped Chu ck Wepner o n a 
ninth-ro u nd technical kno cko u t in Jersey 
City , N.J. 
He fo u g ht 52 bo u ts, winning 48-37 by kno ck­ 
o u ts—and lo sing fo u r times.
